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KEENELAND FALL YEARLING SALES 


Opening Sessions: 195 Head Average $1,627 


On Monday and Tuesday of this week, 
the first four sessions of the annual Keene- 
land Fall Sales were held at the Lexington 
race track. Off the results of these ses- 
sions. which saw, for the most part. year- 
lings with modest credentials going 
through the auction ring, not much could 
be gleaned as to the ultimate outcome, ex- 
cept that signs pointed in the usual di- 
rection: good racing prospects sold well 
(as high as $20,000). and the less desir- 
able offerings found new homes, but at 
the buyer’s price (as low as $100). Most 
of the horses brought more than $1.000, 
but not many brought more than $3,000. 
The over-all average was expected to be 
pulled upward at Wednesday night’s sale, 
at which Leslie Combs II was to sell a 
high-class group, well above the usual 
quality of a fall sale. 

At the Tuesday afternoon sale, first of 
the four-day series, 67 head brought $98.- 
300. average $1,467. At the Tuesday night 
sale. where better quality prevailed, 73 
yearlings brought $165.400. average $2.- 
265. The two sessions of the opening day 
aggregated 140 yearlings for $263,700. 
average $1.883. Last year at the Keene- 
land Fall Sales 612 yearlings brought 
$1.108.925. average $1.812. This was in 
connection also with the sale of breeding 


stock: a separate sale for yearlings was 
not held.

Racing Minus the Amenities 


Receives Approval of Board 


Los ANGELES 


To those of us who live in California 
and are interested in racing, and_par- 
ticularly Thoroughbred racing, life can 
be one crisis after another. 

Some of the crises have been Grade A, 
and on numerous occasions in the past 
it was touch and go whether racing, in 
these parts, would survive. Another such 
crisis is ahead of us now, and if anyone 
has an idea that this one is to be taken 
lightly, he must have rocks in his head. 

What has happened is that the Cali- 
fornia Horse Racing Board has just 
approved, in a rather secret manner, the 
first all-Quarter Horse race meeting with 
pari-mutuel wagering to be held in Cali- 


fornia. Dates are December 4 to Decem- © 


ber 15, 11 days in all, and the site is to 
be the Frank Vessels ranch near the Los 
Alamitos Naval Base, in Orange County. 
The ranch is about midway between the 
cities of Long Beach and Santa Ana. 


Do not misunderstand. No one this re- 
porter knows is particularly an enemy 
of Quarter Horse racing. At the county 
fairs. it is swell, exciting stuff. But at 
Vessels ranch. well, that is something 
else. 


The ranch has little or nothing to offer 
in the way of facilities for the conduct of 
a high-class, properly conducted race 
meeting. You could throw together a few 
portable chairs, string an awning over the 
place, hammer together the general ap- 
pearance of a tote board, and do as well. 

Plans are to stable approximately 120 
horses under tents; the remainder will be 
stabled on private ranches nearby. The 
track at the Vessels ranch is not even a 
good training track. and the grandstand 
seats at the very most 2.000 persons. As 
related. Mr. Vessels. a wealthy man who 
is president of the Quarter Horse Associa- 
tion, plans to rent portable chairs, string 
an awning over the place to guard against 
possible cold and rainy weather, and his 
parking area amounts to a field, which 
will be pretty muddy in the event of 
rain. It does rain out this way once in a 
while. 

The above description of Vessels ranch 
is taken down almost verbatim from the 
lips of a member of the racing board, who, 
strange as it seems, voted for approval 
of the 11-day Quarter Horse meeting. As 
I get the story, Chairman Dwight Murphy 
of the commission was in favor of the 
meeting because he felt the board should 


not be “prejudiced” on the side of the 
Thoroughbreds; Gen. Kenyon Joyce. a 
member, was not present at the time the 
vote on the Quarter Horse meeting was 
taken, but reportedly sided with Murphy; 
Jack Sattler. a forthright, hard-working 
commissioner who should have known bet- 
ter, reportedly “went along” with the 
others. 


Commenting upon it afterwards, Mr. 
Sattler said: “I think perhaps the board 
made a grave mistake.” That. very likely, 
may be the understatement of the year. 

Mr. Sattler himself pointed out the 
danger to all racing in California if the 
approved Quarter Horse racing meeting 
goes through without criticism from the 
public. The board will be in a position 
where it will have to approve a hundred 
other Quarter Horse meetings through- 
out the State. The fact that a promoter 
does not have proper facilities for the 
public, the horses, or the horsemen, will 
no longer be a condition of obtaining a 
license to race. 

And you may be certain that the pro- 
moters of the Puente track. who have 
been trying for years to establish a third 
track in Los Angeles County, are sitting 
back watching developments with a spec- 
ulative eye. Once the Quarter Horse meet- 
ing becomes an actuality, they can move 
in portable chairs, tents and awnings of 
their own and there is no power in Cali- 
fornia that can stop them from holding 
their race meeting. The phrase “in the 
public interest” will have very little mean- 
ing, | am afraid. It is possible that such a 
meeting, in improvised surroundings and 
without proper supervision, could “kill” 
racing in California. 

There was something strange. let us 
say, about the way the news of the board’s 
approval of the Quarter Horse meeting 
leaked out. Ordinarily. the public is en- 
titled to know immediately when such 
important decisions are made by the rac- 
ing board, or any other group of duly 
appointed public officials. But no an- 
nouncement was ever made by the board. 
and members of the commission seemed 
a little regretful of the whole thing when 
the news leaked out three days later. As 
you may suspect. Thoroughbred interests 
were left gasping. 

Asked for an opinion of the board’s 
action. Dr. Charles H. Strub, executive 
vice president of the Los Angeles Turf 
Club, Inc., said: “For the good name 
of racing and the protection of the public, 
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I hope the California Horse Racing Board 
will insist on all the restrictions placed 
on organized racing associations. Nothing 
makeshift about the operation should be 
permitted, and proper physical facilities 
for the public should be provided. 

“There should be the most accurate 
pari-mutuel system, the photo finish, mo- 
tion picture supervision, proper stabling 
and controls, specified officials and vet- 
erinarians, and all the improvements and 
restrictions used by the professional clubs 
now promoting racing under State license 
and supervision. There is a distinction 
between fairs, operating under fair boards, 
and the operation of private associations.” 

Jack F. Mackenzie. general manager 
of Hollywood Park, stressed the point that 
he had no criticism of Quarter Horse rac- 
ing. “But in Hollywod Park and Santa 
Anita,” he said. “we have two fine plants, 
plus Del Mar. which offer fine, outstand- 
ing racing. At the Los Angeles County 
Fair we have 14 days of mixed Quarter 
Ho:se. harness, and Thoroughbred racing, 
and in addition the Western Harness has 
40 days of racing each year. That seems 
sufficient racing in this district. 

“T understand there is camel racing at 
the fair in Riverside. and ostrich racing 
at the fair in Santa Ana. If racing is to 
be merely a method of raising funds for 
the State, let’s look into this. 

“If this meeting goes through, it is 
only fair that Quarter Horse racing should 
be regulated in the same manner and 
have reasonably the same facilities as 
Thoroughbred racing.” 

Early next morning the Los Angeles 
Mirror, which scored an exclusive beat 
on the board’s approval of the Quarter 
Horse meeting. dispatched a photographer 
to the Vessels ranch. Object. of course, 
was to show the surroundings in which 
California’s next race meeting will be 
held. 

But there was no picture. Frank Ves- 
sels met the photographer, and heatedly 
insisted no “shots” of the grandstand, 
the track. or the stabling area could be 
taken inasmuch as it was all private 
property. He said a building program 
was under way. and that photographers 
would be welcome. of course, before the 
opening of the season. 

Well. the whole thing reminds me of a 
war. I don’t know how we got into this, 
or how we will get out. but I’m dead cer- 
tain nothing good can come of it, no mat- 
ter who wins.

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The Grayson Foundation: 
Its Scope and its Objectives

The Grayson Foundation, named in 
honor of the late Admiral Cary T. Gray- 
son, one of the leading medical men con- 
nected with the racing and breeding of 
Thoroughbreds, was set up a few years 
ago as the result of fund-raising efforts 
under the direction of the American Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association. As the 
Federal Government lost interest in the 
horse, the Grayson Foundation became the 
principal supporter of research in equine 
disease, and the principal integrator of 
such research. 

It is a little difficult, however, to make 
news of incomplete detective stories in 
which the suspects are submicroscopic 
villians with as much contempt for 
science as for the health and happiness 
of their hosts. Hence it has been difficult 
to make known, except to a few scientists 
and horsemen, the interests, objectives. 
and accomplishments of the Foundation. 
Debating this problem at their August 
meeting in Saratoga, the directors de- 
cided upon an attempt to bring about a 
wider distribution of knowledge of the 
Foundation and its work. 

First step in this direction was taken 
at a dinner meeting at the Brook Club in 
New York City on October 17. The host 
was Walter M. Jeffords. president of the 
Grayson Foundation. The guests were a 
group of writers, and the principal 
speaker was Gen. Raymond A. Kelser, 
dean of the veterinary school at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania and head of the 
Foundation’s scientific advisory commit- 
tee. Also present were William du Pont 
Jr. and F. Skiddy von Stade of the execu- 
tive committee and the secretary-treas- 
urer Edward L. Kilroe. Among the writ- 
ers present were Grantland Rice, Al 
Laney. Joe Val. Jim Roach, Nelson Dun- 
stan, John McNulty, Frank Graham, 
Robert F. Kelley, and others prominent 
in sports and general journalism. 

Object of the meeting was orientation 
and background, rather than immediate 
news-making. Officers of the Foundation 
wished the writers to know, for their fu- 
ture reference. something of its work, its 
methods, and its place in the field of re- 
search. 

General Kelser. introduced by Mr. Jef- 
fords, explained first that the Grayson 
Foundation since the war has continued 
in its original role of furnishing aid in 
important equine disease research proj- 
ects. but under a different policy insofar 
as its finances are concerned. Originally 


it had been intended to accumulate, 
through gifts from interested horsemen, 
a capital fund whose earnings would be 
used to sponsor different research proj- 
ects at different institutions, or to supple- 
ment institutional funds for the same 
purpose. Now a continuing income from 
membership fees has been postulated and 
research is being supported from this 
source. 

The Foundation operates with virtual- 
ly no overhead expense, so that money 
paid into it is put to work on research 
with only a negligible administrative cost. 
Among its several projects the foremost 
are the investigations of influenza, equine 
infectious anemia (swamp fever). virus 
abortion, and icteric (jaundiced) foals. 

General Kelser went to some pains to 
explain the close relationship between 
animal and human disease research. The 
first known virus was that of anthrax 
(foot and mouth disease). The first known 
bacterium that would not grow in the 
presence of air was found as the result 
of animal research. Fever carried by a 
tick was the first disease traced to an in- 
termediate vector. An outbreak of en- 
cephalomyelitis (sleeping sickness) in 
man during the war was more easily con- 
trolled because of previous experience 
with the same (or a similar) disease in 
hors:s. Tetanus immunization and numer- 
ous other instances indicate the connec- 
tion between human and animal disease. 
In short. research in animal disease fre- 
quently serves a dual purpose in that it 
may lead to new knowledge and new tech- 
niques in human medicine; hence the 
importance of a tie-in between research 
in the two fields. 

In the  question-and-answer period 
which followed, General Kelser got 
enough questions to have lasted all night. 

What is the outstanding disease in 
horses? Influenza and its complications, 
because of its high incidence and attend- 
ant mortality or loss of usefulness. 

Is influenza in horse and man identical ? 
Influenza, which was shown to be a virus 
disease in horses before the same finding 
was made in human medicine, is common 
to all animals. In dogs, for instance, it 
is called distemper. The types are a little 
different in different animals, but resi- 
dence of an organism in a new host fre- 
quently brings adaptation. Interesting 


thing is that influenza in the horse is 
more like that in man than influenza in 
any other animal; the virus is the same, 
or an adaptation. 


Does the horse lend itself to research 


better than other animals? To this ex- 
tent, yes: At Front Royal it was possible 
to maintain an influenza strain for sev- 
eral years during the investigation there; 
you can risk the life of a horse, but in 
man you can work only with natural out- 
breaks. 

What is the roadblock in influenza in- 
vestigation? The disease is essentially out- 
side the body (i.e.. on tissues connected 
by open passages to the outside), hence 
is difficult to immunize against. This 
project was delayed by the war, but is 
now set up (on a 20-year basis, Mr. du 
Pont interposed) at the University of 
Maryland . . . . Prevention of the com- 
mon cold would be a tremendous advance 
in medicine. 

How about encephalomyelitis? Cases 
in Boston first showed that the equine 
virus was transmissible to man. The St. 
Louis type of sleeping sickness later was 
found to be transmissible through mos- 
quitos to man; this is a low-grade infec- 
tion in horses, and the human form of it 
is probably an adaptation from equine 
sources. Could well be that human and 
equine encephalitis are very closely re- 
lated. Investigators following these clues 
may be able to show a relation between 
neurotropic diseases in different species. 

What advances in periodic ophthalmia 
(mcon blindness) studies? Use of ribo- 
flavin, es result of investigation at Front 
Royal. has shown striking reduction in 
incidence of the disease. but does not 
cure it, or provide absolute protection. 
No instance in which the disease has been 
transmitted artificially. Seems to add up 
to two causative factors, first, a ribo- 
flevin deficiency: second, either an infec- 
tive agency or a secondary deficiency. 

Virus abortion? A vaccine developed 
(at the University of Kentucky) was not 
everyihing that could be desired in a 
vaccine, but without it we would have 
had a great deal more of the disease. 
Within the last year we have had a 
virulent outbreak among vaccinated mares, 
apparently the result of a new virus im- 
ported to the principal breeding areas 
from the East. At Vanderbilt they have 
succeeded in cultivating the virus; if 
they can get it to grow in high concentra- 
tion. a more effective vaccine may result. 

The Rh-factor, or jaundiced foals? Ma- 
jor Wallenstein, at the University of 
Maryland, has found an Rh factor in 
horses. independent of blood types. (Dr. 
D. W. Bruner. then at the University of 
Kentucky. had shown icteric foals the re- 
sult of incompatibilities in blood types.) 
Publication of new findings would soon be 
available in the American Journal of Vet- 
erinary Research. A serum now being 
prepared should be available soon for 
diagnosis of Rh incompatibility. 

The talk ranged on and on. For what 
purpose? To acquaint a few writers with

After the two-mile Jockey Club Gold Cup, in 
which Counterpoint beat Hill Prince a nose at 
weight for age, there was some discussion as 
to whether the Whitney colt could repeat in the 
13-furlong Empire Gold Cup. Trainer Casey Hayes, 
of the Chenery stable, expressed the opinion that 
Eddie Arearo had let the Prince take the lead 
too early in the race, but Arcaro stated that the 
horse wanted to run, and that it would have 
been inexpedient to have tried to hold him back. 
There also was a general concensus that at the 
shorter distance, Hill Prince would be harder 
to catch, because Counterpoint had caught him 
in the last jump of the two-mile race. 


In the Empire City meeting, Hill Prince was 
restrained more than in the Jockey Club event, 
and Counterpoint was taken back correspondingly. 
Hull Down, another 3-year-old, therefore set the 
early pace, and Hill Prince did not make a serious 
move until midway down the backstretch on the 
second circuit of the track.

terpoint engaged Hill Prince for the lead, was in 
front by a head turning into the stretch, and 
won by 1% lengths in 2:424%, equaling Stymie’s 
course record, set in 1946 in the Gallant Fox 
Handicap, under 126 pounds. 

Counterpoint’ now has beaten Hill Prince’ in 
both their meetings this fall, and shapes up as 
the leading handicap horse of the year as well 
as the leading 3-year-old. He was raced lightly 
at two because of a broken bone in a foot, and 
has been limited this year because of a bruised 
foot. But during his periods of activity he has 
been a stout contender. His victories include the 
Peter Pan Handicap, the Belmont Stakes, the 
Lawrence Realization, the Jockey Club Gold Cup, 
and now the Empire Gold Cup. The last-named 
race has lost its international flavor, but still 
furnishes good competition, though foreign horses 
are passing it up. Besides his stakes wins, Coun- 


terpoint was second in the Ben Ali Handicap 
and to Bold in the Preakness, and was_ third 
(to Ruhe) in the second division of the Blue

The field in this year’s Breeders’ Futurity had 
11 starters, which was sufficient from the stand- 
point of quantity, but it was short on quality. 
Two of the 11 were maidens, five others had only 
one victory to their credit, and only one com- 
petitor had won a stakes. A day or two before 
the race, it looked as if about 13 or more would 
start, which would have necessitated a split race 
or at least one starter from outside the gate. This 
potential was reduced by two at post time, but 
if a ranking 2-year-old eligible like Tom Fool, 
Cousin, or Hill Gail had showed up at Keeneland, 
the starting list would have been materially re- 
duced. 

One of those which took a place in the start- 
ing gate was the Harborvale Stable’s Alladier, a 
Balladier colt which had come off three con- 
secutive winning races (including his maiden vic- 
tory) during the preceding five weeks. In that 
sense he was a logical contender, but Dixiana’s 
Sub Fleet. which had beaten Goya’s Pass, Miss 
Break, and Crownlet earlier in the Keeneland 
meeting, was made the 3-to-2 favorite. William 
Veeneman’s Metropolis was quickest out of the 
gate, and he set a fairly stiff pace (:22%5, :4536), 
with Alladier never more than half a length back. 
Alladier took the lead on the turn, as Metropolis 
faded and the stakes-winning Ed’s Pride moved 
to second. The Balladier colt held to his ad- 
vantage and win by a length, with Ed’s Pride, 
Smoke Screen, and Sub Fleet finishing necks apart 
for the rest of it. 

The Breeders’ Futurity winner was foaled at 
Mereworth Farm on April 9, 1949. He was sold 
at the Keeneland Summer Sales of 1950 to the 
Harborvale Stable, his present owner, for $9,200. 
The Breeders’ Futurity brought his earnings to 
$34.177, and gave *Alpenstock III, his dam, her 
third stakes winner. She also has produced Ruhe 
and Sturdy One, in addition to other winners 
(see below). Her foal of 1950 was sold at the 
Keeneland Summer Sales of 1951 to F. Norman 
Phelps. owner of Study One, for $27,000. Her foal 
of 1951 is a colt by Stymie. Mereworth Farm

also bred Education, the Breeders’ Futurity win- 
ner of 1946. Walter J. Salmon, owner of Mere- 
worth Farm, bred and raced Flight of Time, 
winner of the Breeders’ Futurity and the Wake- 
field Handicap and the Tremont Stakes in 1925. 

On the day that Alladier won the Breeders’ Fu- 
turity, Sturdy One won the $40,000-added Tan- 
foran Handicap on the West Coast. 

Alladier is the second stakes winner of the 
year for his sire, Balladier, which now is dead, 
but stood at Joe A. Goodwin’s Patchen Wilkes 
Farm, Lexington. The other stakes winner for 
him in 1951 is the 2-year-old Landseair, winner 
of the Sapling Stakes. Balladier has sired 11 
stakes winners all told. 

The Harborvale Stable, which owns the Fu- 
turity winner, represents the racing interests of 
D. G. Volkert, president of the Southern Indus- 
tries Corporation; Frank Leatherbury, president 
of the Ryan Stevedoring Company: and E,. A. 
Roberts, board chairman of the Waterman Steam- 
ship Company. All live at Mobile, Ala., and are 
fairly new to racing.

Meade and the Blade of Time; 
The Slight Futurity Field 


LEXINGTON 


I suppose I should be grateful to Don 
Meade, because every now and then I get 
stuck for something to write about, and 
Meade is always doing something. The 
latest item is that the New York State 
Racing Commission has refused him a 
license, a fact which could have been 
forecast in 1950. Now, the papers say, he’s 
going to court. After that I guess he'll 
come away, because I cannot see how 
any court could look over Meade’s rec- 
ord and decide that he was being mis- 
treated. If he got the decision, it would 
be tantamount to saying that racing had 
no police powers over itself at all. It 
wouldn’t matter much, for if there is any- 
thing in past performances, Meade would 
do something else and get himself thrown 
off again. 

What the racing commission was doing 
was fairly obvious too. First it couldn’t 
meet because somebody was on vacation, 
and then it took the matter under advise- 
ment and reserved its decision. And final- 
ly it issued a ruling with less than a 
month left of the season, so that even if 
Meade were successful in court he 
couldn’t ride this year. He’s rising forty, 
and the jockeys who ride well at his age 
are the exceptions. Every year counts 
against him now, and what the New York 
commission is trying to do is to outlive 
him. Control of such matters was 
switched, this year, from The Jockey 
Club to the commission, but nobody 
thought to switch the technique. 

What I admired during the interval 
between Meade’s application and its re- 
fusal was the decent reticence of so many 
of the regular critics of racing. This 
was so that if Meade got a license. the 
commission could be raked over for let- 
ting a man who had been suspended for 
fraud. collusion, foul riding, bad be- 
havior. and the like, back on the Turf, 
and if he didn’t the commission could be 
accused of prejudice and unreasonable 
severity. As horseplayers often discover, 
it is sometimes very difficult to be right. 


SKELTON. In many instances it is very 
bracing to see people who do not rate 
personal gain at the top. But it seemed 
to me that this was carried a little too far 
with the Breeders’ Futurity at Keeneland 
last week, when the only stakes winner 
in a race worth $27,052.50 to the winner 
was Ed’s Pride. It may be that Alladier, 
the winner of the event, could have 


turned back whatever competition ap- 
peared, for he ran an excellent seven fur- 
longs, and he has now won four consecu- 
tive races. But on paper, going into the 
race, there were twenty 2-year-olds which 
would have had a_ better chance, and 
though not all of them were eligible. 
some of them were. 


Keeneland had a healthy increase in 
pari-mutuel handle this fall, but the at- 
tendance dropped. So, it seemed to me, 
did the quality of the horses, and the 
big Eastern stables which used to sup- 
port Keeneland because they it 
was for the long-range good of racing 
were not very much in sight. Now I have 
had it proved to me once that Lexing- 
ton and vicinity will support good racing 
and will not support inferior racing, and 
anyone who doubts this can be conducted 
to the slum clearance project which now 
stands on the site of the old Kentucky 
Association track. This is rather uncom- 
fortable for me to write. because I knew 
Keeneland when it was still Jack Keene’s 
training establishment, and worked at it 
as a placing judge, and, all things con- 
sidered, would rather go racing there 
than anywhere else in the country. But 
tradition isn’t enough, because any time 
you stop adding to it you start losing 
it. Keeneland needs better horses, and 
the people who are interested in the best 
interests of racing—and there are many 
of them—need to be shaken up a little. 
There’s no damage yet. but that’s the 
time to check a trend. 


REACTION. Occasionally, in justice to 
myself, I have been right about some- 
thing. but IT have a fair record of being 
wrong. too. Early in my Turfwriting ca- 
reer | gave up on Omaha after he was 
beaten in the Wood Memorial. and said 
he was just a bum that would always 
be a rushing second or third at whatever 
distance. To save you the trouble of 
checking the records, he won the Triple 
Crown and was beaten only once more 
in this country. A few weeks ago I sug- 
gested that Battlefield was the best 3- 
year-old of the year, and that while Coun- 
terpoint might run some excellent races, 
he couldn’t get at Battlefield and so 
could not establish any claim to leader- 
ship of the division. This was just as 
good as hop to Counterpoint, which 
promptly beat Hill Prince twice at weight 
for age. Hill Prince had been handicapped 
at 133 pounds for the Manhattan Handi- 
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cap. He didn’t run in it, but the weight 
shows what Jack Campbell thought of 
him. It was fairly well agreed that Hill 
Prince was the best horse in training, and 
there was talk of selecting him again as 
horse of the year. So Counterpoint beat 
him twice, and what does that make 
Counterpoint? I can’t quite vote for him 
as horse of the year and still pick Bat- 
tlefield as the best 3-year-old. 

In this connection, one responsible 
owner suggested that the horse of the 
year wasn’t Hill Prince or Counterpoint 
either, but Oedipus, the Grand National 
winner. He did some terrific tasks, under 
high weights, and his sweep of the Bel- 
mont steeplechases was a remarkable 
feat. I don’t suppose that a steeplechaser 
has much chance at the honors, because 
so many of the votes come from areas in 
which there is no jumping, but he isn’t 
an unreasonable candidate, at that. 


ENDOWMENT. Several weeks ago 
mention was made of the fund which was 
being gathered. under the guidance of 
several steeplechase riders, to provide 
for either a college education or a trous- 
seau for the daughter of Henry Harris, 
who was killed in a training accident at 
Aqueduct. 

I’m sure you will be glad to know that 
the contributions are already beyond the 
highest hopes of the committee which orig- 
inally planned this fund, and money is 
still coming in, some of it from people 
who never saw a steeplechase. The New 
York tracks responded well, and so did 
the National Steeplechase and Hunt Asso- 
ciation, and Diana Harris, now three, will 
be reasonably provided for. A mention 
of the fund in this space brought some 
very welcome contributions too, and on 
the whole I think racing can be quite 
proud of itself for the spontaneity and the 
exient of its generosity. 


WUPS! 


“In Tue Btoop-Horse of September 
22. under the title Challenger From Ger- 
many, you mention Neckar as by Ti- 
cino (by Athanasius, by Ferro, by Fels, 
etc.).” writes Ted Schaps from Auburn, 
Calif. “Ferro, however, is not by Fels, 
but is by Landgraf, who in turn is by the 
French stallion Louviers. The dam _ of 
Landgraf was Dorothea, by Ladas, in the 
same female line as the dam of Alsab.” 

Our thanks to Mr. Schaps for pointing 
out the accidental garbling of a_ well 
known German pedigree. Landgraf’s sire, 
Louiviers. was a son of Isinglass. 

Neckar, incidentally, developed a filled 
tendon after his first victory: in France 
and was shipped back to Germany with- 
out having a chance to test his merit 
against the field in the Prix de l’Are de 
Triomphe. His win, however, was the first 
victory for a German horse in France 
since the war. 
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ADDED STARTERS 


The consignment of more horses to the 
annual Maryland Fall Sales has made 
necessary the addition of another session 
to the original program, it has been an- 
nounced by Humphrey S. Finney, secre- 
tary of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association, which conducts the auctions. 

The horses-in-training sale will begin 
on Monday morning, October 29, at the 
Pimlico race course at 10 o'clock. The 
yearlings go on sale at the Timonium 
track at 8 o'clock that night; 75 have 
been consigned, including a half sister 
to Princess Lygia. A sale of 40 race 
horses has been scheduled at Pimlico 
on Tuesday morning, October 30, begin- 
ning at 10 o'clock. This is an extra ses- 
sion. To be sold at this time will be the 
steeplechasers and “chase prospects from 
the estate of the late Mrs. Corliss Sulli- 
van. In the lot are eight geldings, from 
2 to 6 years old, and the stakes winner 
Quiet.

of equine disease research, which. now 
that the Government has lost nearly all 
its interest in horses, must be financed 
largely through membership fees at vari- 
ous levels and contributions in- 
terested organizations, such as the Keene- 
land Foundation and the American Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association. Bob Kel- 
ley interposed his own explanation at one 
point: 

“There was a feeling that we have not 
had a national understanding of the im- 
portance of this work, in which about 
$250.000 has been spent without claim- 
ing credit. This is a big. unselfish thing 
that racing has done. 


MUSTA MADE HIM MAD 


Charlie Burr, the nation leading jockey 
on October 1, booted home three winners 
that day but was even more daring than 
usual with his riding tactics. Although 
no foul was formally charged against him, 
the stewards voted to suspend him from 
October 3 through October 13 because of 
his failure to steer a straight course and 
give the other horses room going to the 
first turn while he was riding Irving 
Gushen’s Stock Exchange to win the 
seventh race. 

The decision was announced shortly be- 
fore the first race on October 2, to take 
effect the next day. Burr rode five winners 
that day—including the first three on the 
card. This boosted his total to 265.

From this small beginning has grown the power- 
ful Brookmeade Stable, which headed the owners’ list in 1934, when Caval- 
cade and High Quest won the Kentucky Derby and the Preakness, re- 
spectively. and again in 1950, when the white jacket with blue cross sashes 
was carried by such horses as Greek Ship. Sunglow. Atalanta, Dart By. 
and many others. In the steeplechasing division, of which she has con- 
tinued to remain a part, she has owned such fine performers as the Grand 
National winner, His Boots, National Anthem. and many others, and she 
is one of the few women who have been made members of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association. 


In the field of production, though Brookmeade Farm is exceeded in 
acreage and in the number of its foals by many other establishments, it 
has been high among the successful Thoroughbred nurseries for many 
years. and in 1949 and 1950 was among the first ten on the national list. 


Aside from racing, Mrs. Sloane has been almost unceasingly active 
in charitable and philanthropic work, giving generously of her time and 
labor to such causes as the New York Infirmary. of which she has been 
a vice president for many years; the American Women’s Voluntary Serv- 
ices, of whose Manhattan branch she is treasurer; and she has worked 
unremittingly for the United Hospitals, the American Red Cross, and 
many other charities. 


For these reasons, and because her connection with the American 
Turf is greatly to its honor, because her integrity and sportsmanship re- 
flect credit not merely upon her but upon the sport of which she is a part, 
and because her appreciation of the joy of racing is sincere and fine, the 
Thoroughbred Club of America pays her tonight the highest honor in its 
power.

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Neil Newman 


Dies at Brooklyn 


Neil Newman, who since the death of 
John L. Hervey has been the dean of 
American writers qualified to discuss 
Thoroughbred breeding and racing, died 
October 19. at the age of 65, in the Vet- 
erans Hospital in Brooklyn. N. Y. He had 
been in poor health for a long time, and 
in the last few years had been hospitalized 
several times; last winter he had beaten 
off a critical illness which held his life 
in danger for weeks. 

Newman’s lifetime residence was in 
the same place in Brooklyn, and when 
he was a youngster he was only a short 
distance from the old Gravesend track, 
where. in September 1894, he went to the 
races for the first time—and saw one of 
the memorable races of the American 
Turf. the dead heat between Domino and 
Henry of Navarre. Thereafter his atten- 
tion always focussed on racing. He first 
found employment as a “runner” for 
“Hummingbird” Tyler and his brother, 
who operated as “back-liners” (i.e., less 
important than the big bookmakers of 
the time) in the betting ring. 

Developing soon into a student of rac- 
ing and breeding, Newman knew at close 
range the great horses and noted horse- 
men which marked the unusual period in 
the first decade of the twentieth century. 
Two years ago he gave the opinion that 
only five of the horses he had seen race 
deserved to be called great. Two of them, 
Sysonby and Colin, were from the early 
years of the century. The others were 
Man o’ War, Count Fleet, and Citation. 

It was not until after the first World 
War. during which he served with the 
U. S. Marines, Second Division, that he 
turned to making regular contributions 
to breeding and _ racing publications. 
Using the pen name Roamer, he began 
writing for the Thoroughbred Record in 
1920, and thereafter he found numerous 
outlets for his work. He wrote columns 
for the Morning Telegraph in New York 
from 1927 until 1934. He reported Amer- 
ican racing for Horse and Hound (Lon- 
don) and the annual Bloodstock Breeders’ 
Review and its French equivalent, Revue 
des Eleveurs des Cheveaux de Pur Sang. 
In recent years he had contributed a reg- 
ular article on American racing to the 
Brazilian monthly Vida Turfista. For a 
quarter-century, except when he was too 
ill to work, he wrote regularly for the 
New York Press, and he also had numer- 
ous articles in the Turf and Sport Digest. 

In the last fifteen years Mr. Newman 
had written occasional articles, or series, 
for THE Btoop-Horsr. Most important

among these was his story of the life of 
the noted trainer Andrew Jackson Joyner. 
which was to have been published in book 
form; the exigencies of wartime made it 
necessary to lay aside the original plans, 
and to date the biography appears only 
in the files of the magazine. 

For the Derrydale Press Mr. Newman 
wrote an annual series. Famous Horses 
of the American Turf, modeled upon a 
British predecessor. The series continued 
through 1930, 1931, and 1932 before it 
was abendoned. A few years later the 
American Race Horses series was insti- 
tuted to take its place. 

Newman took occasional assignments 
to advise breeders or to direct publicity 
and promotion. A few times he acted as 
agent for others in making purchases. 
For Neil S. McCarthy, of Los Angeles, he 
picked up for $1,000 a yearling filly 
which became the excellent stakes win- 
ner Augury. 

In recent years Newman has served as 
a clerical assistant to John B. Campbell, 
racing secretary and handicapper to the 
New York tracks. Unmarried, he lived 
in Brooklyn with a sister, Mrs. Winifred 
R. Audie; a nice, Mrs. Eunice Messina, 
and a nephew, George E. Audie Jr., all 
of whom survive him. 


H. S. Horkeimer 


Henry S. Horkheimer. last survivor 
among the three cousins who owned the 
140-acre Three Cousins Farm at Hyde, 
Md.. died October 18 at Johns Hopkins 
Hospital in Baltimore, where he had been 
a patient since September 30. He was 64 
years of age. 

Mr. Horkheimer was born in Wheel- 
ing. W. Va.. where his father, Bernard 
Horkheimer, had_ established a wool 


merchandising business. The son moved 
to Baltimore when he was still a young 
man and there expanded his wool busi- 
ness until he was dealing on a_ world- 
wide scale. He bought wool from many 
countries, put it through a “semi-process,” 
and sold it to textile manufacturers. He 
was head of the firm of Henry S. Hork- 
heimer and Son and of an associated or- 
ganization, the Southeast Top Company. 

Together with his cousins Jerome H. 
and Harry Louchheim, Mr. Horkheimer 
had shared ownership in the Three 
Cousins Farm, which they had purchased 
in the early 1930’s. They developed the 
farm into one of the best equipped in 
Maryland. Princess Lygia was foaled and 
raised there (though not bred by Hork- 
heimer), as were the yearling and wean- 
ling foals of Roman Matron which are 
to be sold at the Maryland fall sales. 

The farm itself was sold recently to 
Mr. and Mrs. Bliss Flaccus, who are to 
receive possession as of November 1. Mr. 
Horkheimer’s horses are to be sold at the 
Maryland sales. His interest in the stal- 
lion The Rhymer has been sold back to 
Samuel Pistorio, who now owns _nine- 
tenths of the horse, the other tenth being 
in the hands of Adolphe Pons. 

Only survivors in the immediate fam- 
ily are Mrs. Horkheimer (formerly Edna 
Kann) and a brother, Jack B. Horkheim- 
er, of San Antonio, Texas. 


H. E. Morriss 


H. E. Morriss, more commonly known 
in England as “Manna” Morriss, died a 
few weeks ago in Shanghai, China, where 
for many years he was a bullion broker 
and had other business interests. His 
death was the result of peritonitis after 
an operation for appendicitis. 

Mr. Morriss. a native of Scotland, was 
a noted amateur rider. In 1923 he paid 
6,500 guineas for a yearling colt by 
Phalaris out of Waffles. Under the name 
of Manna, the colt won the Two Thousand 
Guineas and Derby in 1925, giving his 
owner his most successful season in Eng- 
lish racing. Among the horses he raced 
in later years were Pasch, winner of the 
Two Thousand Guineas and_ Eclipse 
Stakes; Tai-Yang, unbeaten in his two 
starts; and Artist’s Proof, winner of sev- 
eral good stakes. 

Since his business kept him in China 
most of the time, Mr. Morriss’s Banstead 
Manor Stud, at Cheveley, near Newmar- 
ket. was managed by his wife.

John Ripley Buchanan, of Palm Beach 
and Lake Placid, owner of the Buchanan 
Stables and one of the nation’s leading 
non-professional steeplechase riders, died 
last week at Lake Placid, N. Y., after a

John Bosley, Jr., 64, noted amateur 
rider and trainer, died October 12 at 
Mineola, Long Island, following a heart 
attack at Belmont Park the previous day. 
Funeral services were held at St. James 
Episcopal Church in Cockeysville, Md., 
on October 14, with interment in the ad- 
joining cemetery.

Mr. Bosley was the son of John Bosley. 

Mr. Bos- 
ley is survived by two sisters, Mrs. E. 
Stanley Gary and Mrs. Kinloch Yellot: 
two daughters, Mrs. Sara Bosley Merry- 
man and Miss Elizabeth Bosley; and a 
son, John Bosley III, a former leading 
amateur rider. 


Jockey Harry Pratt Dies at 25 


Harry Pratt, who had a briefly success- 
ful career as a rider, died October 8 in 
a hospital at Braintree, Mass., a victim of 
tuberculosis at the age of 25. He had not 
ridden since 1948, when he had only a few 
mounts. 

Pratt began riding in 1943 at the age 
of 16 and quickly became one of the more 
prominent apprentice jockeys in the coun- 
try. He was at the peak of his activity the 
following year, when he had 134 winners 
from 733 mounts.

Almahurst Sells 
At Helis Farm 


When Henry H. Knight, the master of 
Almahurst Farm, goes into a horse deal, 
the transaction is likely to involve a lot 
of animals. This was the case in August 
when he bought most of the horses owned 
by the estate of William Helis. The pack- 
age comprised 87 broodmares, 32 year- 
lings, 51 foals of 1951, nine stallions, and 
shares in five syndicated stallions. Mr. 
Knight usually has his moves planned 
well in advance, and often sells a horse 
immediately after he buys it. But the size 
of the Helis transaction, plus his recent 
purchase of Coldstream Stud, made an 
auction sale necessary for the disposal 
of part of the Helis stock. The sale was 
held at the Helis Farm, at Jobstown, 
N. J., on October 22 by the Fasig-Tipton 
Company. George Swinebroad was the 
auctioneer, Humphrey Finney the an- 
nouncer. 

Of the 60 horses catalogued by Alma- 
hurst Farm, 59 were sold (one foal died 
after the catalogue was printed), and an- 
other horse was added, bringing the total 
back to 60. They brought $39,410, aver- 
age $656. Three uncatalogued horses be- 
longing to the Mimosa Stock Farm also 
were sold. They brought $950, average 
$316. The entire 63 head brought $40,360, 
average $640. 

Chief interest of the buyers was in 
the weanlings, which numbered 21, and 
brought a total of $13,800, average $657; 
13 weanling fillies in the Almahurst lot 
brought $4,750, average $365, and seven 
weanling colts in the same consignment 
brought $8,450, average $1,207. The two 
yearlings in the sale brought $500, aver- 
age $250. Both were fillies. 

Top price of the Almahurst group was 
$4,000, which the Raritan Stable paid for 
the 12-year-old mare Laris, a daughter of 
*Pharamond II which was in foal to At- 
tention. One of the most active buyers 
was Dr. J. W. Bowley, who bought 11 
head for $3,850. It is understood that he 
will send several of the horses to a place 
he has in Venezuela. 

Between 500 and 600 persons attended 
the auction, which was held in the fa- 
mous old “glass barn” which had been 
built when Pierre Lorillard owned the 
farm. The acoustics were said to be un- 
usually good. 

Manager Charles Slade of the Helis 
Farm, who had been in charge of the 
Almahurst horses since their purchase by 
Mr. Knight, had them in excellent condi- 
tion, it was reported. 

In line with a new policy, the Fasig- 


Tipton Company started each horse at 
$50, unless a higher sum was offered. If 
no raise was received, the sales company 
was to have the registration certificate 
cancelled, and sell the animal without 
pedigree, unless the consignor wanted to 
buy him back. One horse fell into this 
category, but later was re-sold for $100.
